|SPAIN’S PLIGHT 


TRACED TO 1812 


Berkeley, Cal., Oct. 10. 

The civil war in-Spain will not 
precipitate a gencral European 
wor, ‘says Maj. Gen. David 
Prescott Barrows, professor of 
political science at the University 
of Californin and'farmer pre- 
aident of that institution. 

Dr. Barrows, an authority on 
European tendencies, discredits 
the idea that the Spanish 
struggle ennnot be localised and 
must provoke a general Euro- 
pean conflict. 

“This comes," he says, “from an 
exaggerated and unwarranted view 
of. that internationalism = which 
teaches that a war anywhere 1s 
everybody's war.

Testifying, Au Lai-sang, a dresser 
of the hospital ‘sald that he went 
inside the lavatory after hearing from 
an altendant that one of the patients 
had committed wucide . there. He 
entered the water closet, and saw 
the deceased hanging from a belt 
around his-neck. ‘The belt was loop- 
ed round a iter pipe connected to 
the Nush system... Two of the atten- 
dants present took down, the body. 
Witness -tlouched-the-hody-and-found 
that it was stil! warm, He — then 
informed tse superintendent of the 
hospital.

The impatience felt in some 
quarters over the slowness of 
the international committee 
method, as applied to the non- 
intervention agreement in the 
Spanish crisis, raises an issue of 
the utmost importance. It is a 
matter which has = frequently 
come ‘into’ prominence in the 
troublous times of the past few, 
years in many parts of the 
world. The failure of. the 


League of Nations to prevent the , 


virtual absorption of Manchuria 
by Japan is. an’ outstanding 
example of the injury 2 country 
can suffer whilat an internation- 
al body is discussing the pros 
and cons of a crisis. Long 
before the Lytton Commission 
was despatched, Japan’s object 
had been achieved, and despite 
the fact that the Commissioners 
found that Japan’s action was 
indefensible, the stark fact re- 
mains that China has been bereft 
of un Immense-area: of-terrilory- 
which was indisputably hers. 
We saw a further instance of the 
in the Italo- 
Ethiopian dispute. Italy was 
declared ‘the, aggressor, . but 
whilst committee after commit- 
tee was brought into being at 
Geneva for the purposes of in- 
vestigation, and, painfully labori- 
ous machinery was set in 
motion, nothing intervened to 
prevent the dnnexation of a 
sovereign State ‘enjoying mem- 
bership of the . League of 
Nations. We are now witness- 
ing the same process in the 
cnse of the Spanish civil war. 
A most imposing list of nations 
hag agreed not to intervene in the 
conflict, but specific charges have 
been made that the agreement is 
not being observed. Under. the 


‘rules of procedure agreed upon, 


the Non-Intervention Committce 
will only listen to such charges 
as are submitted by 2 Govern- 
ment, which is " party to the 
agreement. It is then the duty 
of the Committee to examine the- 
complaints with.a view_ to as- 
certaining ‘the facts. In this 
inatance,-Russin, a signatory of 
the agreement, has _lovelled 
specific charges against Portugal 
and Germany, and these are now 
under process of investigation.

The civil war in Spain will not 
precipitate o general European 
snys Maj. Gen. David 
Prescott Barrows, professor of 
political science at the University 
of Californin and former pre- 
sident of that institution.”

Vincent de Paul amongst the poor of 
the Colony, . irrespective of race, 
nationality or creed, is contained in 
the annual report, just Issticd. 


Accompanying the report fs an 
appeal to the gencrosity of the public 
on the occasion of the Al Fresco 
Fete being held on a vacant piece 
of land near the Rosary Church, 
Kowloon, on November. Ist, and on 
“Our Poor Day” strect sale of roscs 
on December Ist. 


the report shows that during the 
-slx months, January to June, this 
year, the Society contributed to the 
maintenance of 135 famllics, com- 
prising 216 persons, to whom assist- 
ance was given, while 733 visits were 
made to the poor in their -homes and 
76 visits in the Hospitals during the 
period under review. The disburse- 
ment for the whole of 1935 amount- 
ed, to $7,816.65, For the first six 
months of 1936 St was $4,264.50 ns 
againet $3,719.60 for the samo period 
in 1935.* 

The Society has also assisted the 
children of these poor people with 
shoes ond clothing. ‘The expendi- 
ture under this head in 1935 -was 
$220.00 while for six months ended 
June 1936 it amounted .to §86.75.
